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The amended claim 13 and the newly submitted claims 44-54 
directed to an invention that is independent or distinct from the 
invention originally claimed for the following reasons: 

Claims 4-12 and 14-43 draw to a specific inverter 
arrangement to produce a waveform, classified in class 315, 
subclass 219. Claims 13 and 44-54 draw to a particular rectifier 
in the supply circuit classified in class 315, subclass 206. In 
another words, there two groups have acquired a separate status 
in the art as shown by their different classification. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the 

originally presented invention, this invention has been 

constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 

on the merits. Accordingly, claims 13 and 44-54 withdraw from 

consideration as being directed to a non-elected invention.

Claims 33-41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being 
clearly anticipated by Zansky (4,370,600). 

Claims 38-41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being 
clearly anticipated by Nilssen (4,538,095 and 4,503,363). 
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Claims 38-41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being 
clearly anticipated by Kang. 

Claims 38-41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being 
clearly anticipated by Dietl. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 3 8-41 have been 
considered but are deemed to be moot in view of the new grounds 
of rejection. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new grounds of 
rejection. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See M.P.E.P.
